For an opiate, take 
of Sydenhaim’s liquid. laudanum, 2 
dram ; of balfam of fulphur. prepared 
with annifeed, and of balfam of Peri, 
each half a dram, mix them ail toze- 
ther, and take twenty or thirty drops 
at “a time. , 

Or take of Matthew's pills fix or 
eight grains, mixed up with as much 
Venice foap. 

Now, if thefe my endeavours for 
the poor meet with tolerable’ fuccels, 
it may encourage me to embrace mor 
opportunities to further them; and 
may the great -and good ‘God, the 
iver of every good gift, favour this 
abour of love, according to his mer 
cy, that if may contribnte to the pub 
lick good,’ always to be preferred be 
fore private intereft.
